Neither the joyning of the two parts, of the Com- 
mandement together, Baeptizing _ Teaching, proveth 
the exerciſe thereof joyntly , morethen our Saviours 
Command,at the firſt ſending out of his Diſciples;

From anſwering the Adverſaries Exceptions, and 
vindicating the Proofe, the Diſputer did proceed to 
prove poſitively, that Children. were included in the 
Com mand of Bapriſme, as it is cleared by the words 
of Petey, in the firſt deſcending of the Holy-Ghoſt, 
who was to bring all our Saviours words into their 
mind, and dire them in all truth. Repert ye therefore, 
ard be baptized every one of you in the Name of Ieſas, 
and ye ſhall recerve remiſſion of ſinnes, and the gift of the 
Holy.Ghoſt; for the Pronuſe it made to you and to your 
Children, and to thoſe that are afarre off , even as many 
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as God [hall cal. Where, in the Teaſon or.incouragement to 
- * "take Baptiſme,the Children are comprehended and invited,as 


appeareth ;'for wherefore ſhould their right to the Promiſe 
be mentioned. Mr, Browne anſwered firſt,that it was ſpoken 
to the Jewes (meaning,as I apprehend,that they had an here- 
ditaric Covenant and Sacrament; ) but if it was ſo, then it 
would follow at leaſt,that the Children of the Jewes were to
